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Sailor 
gets life 
in killing 
of cabbie

YOKOHAMA, Japan — U.S. Navy 
Seaman Olatunbosun Ugbogu will serve 
life in a Japanese prison with labor 
for murdering a taxi driver last year, 
a three-judge panel ruled Thursday in 
Yokohama District Court. 

In finding him guilty, lead judge 
Masaaki Kawaguchi called Ugbogu’s 
insanity defense “groundless.” He ruled 
that Ugbogu was sane when he stabbed 
Masaaki Takahashi with a kitchen knife 
after a roughly $200 ride from Tokyo’s 
Shinagawa Station to Yokosuka’s Shioiri 
neighborhood on March 19, 2008. 

While Ugbogu maintained that voices 
in his head forced him to kill, Kawaguchi 
said the killing was part of a planned 
robbery that failed when Takahashi 
screamed in pain after the knife pierced 
his neck and severed a major artery. 

“The crime was cold-hearted and 
cruel ... and committed to get money for 
socializing,’ Kawaguchi said. “It was 
heinous and selfish.” 

In addition to murder, Ugbogu was 
found guilty of robbery for not paying 
the taxi fare and of violating the arms 
control law.

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Troops recovering at Walter Reed use humor 
to help come to terms with loss of limbs

WASHINGTON 
e knows they’re going to stare. 
They always stare. 

As soon as Pat Murray steps 
in the elevator, they’ll notice 
his prosthetic leg and maybe accurately 
surmise that, yes, he is an Iraq war vet- 
eran, and, yes, he got blown up. Then the 
sadness will sink in, the pity, and they’ll 
give him that look, which he can sense 
even if he doesn’t see, and it will be an un- 
comfortable few floors up. 
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So as Murray approaches the elevator 
and the woman thrusts her hand between 
the closing doors for him, he says, “Care- 
ful, you can lose a limb that way.” 

“Oooh,” the woman says, noticing Mur- 
ray’s metal leg. She’s obviously shocked, 
unsure of what to say or how to act. Mur- 
ray flashes a smile, chuckles, and sud- 
denly the ride up isn’t nearly so awkward 
after all. 

It’s that type of humor — spontaneous 
(he once asked his doctor when his leg 
would grow back), cunning (he tells chil- 
dren who ask about his “robot” leg that 
he didn’t eat his vegetables) and, at times,

gruesome (there are stump jokes that 
can’t be printed here) — that helped him 
come to terms with the fact that his right 
leg is no more. 

It was at Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center that Murray, who was a Marine 
corporal, learned not only to walk again, 
but to laugh. Although doctors and thera- 
pists can patch up war’s physical wounds, 
it is often the humor that can heal as well 
as the best medicine. 

“What’s an amputee’s favorite restau- 
rant?” asked Staff Sgt. Brian Schar, who 
lost both legs in Iraq in 2007. “IHOP.”

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — Security 
forces personnel have received dozens of 
calls in the last 10 days reporting a 3-foot, 
65-pound intruder on the base. 

With its gray fur, pink face and, well, pink 
tush, the Japanese macaque — or snow mon- 
key — isn’t too hard to spot. Turns out it’s 
much harder to catch. 

Staff Sgt. Scott Ferguson, a flight sergeant 
with the 35th Security Forces Squadron, said 
the goal now is to chase the monkey off base 
— which they did once before. 

Japanese officials were alerted, Ferguson 
said. 

A spokesman from Misawa City’s Agricul- 
tural and Fisheries Division, which oversees 
the protected species, said the monkey has 
been spotted frequently in local communi- 
ties in the past two weeks.

Division spokesman Koji Fukuda said of- 
ficials believe it’s the same monkey. He said 
that according to the reports, it appeared to 
be moving north before turning south down 
into Misawa city and the base. 

“He must have been ousted from [his] 
group,” Fukuda said. 

The Japanese community has been warned 
not to approach the wild animal or attempt to 
feed it, he said. 

Ferguson said the same warning goes for 
base residents. There have been no reported 
injuries on or off base, and officials want to 
keep it that way. 

Fukuda said it’s rare for a monkey to ap- 
pear in residential areas in Misawa. That 
last reported case was five or six years ago, 
he said.

would have scrutinized Ugbogu’s errat- 
ic behavior and possibly come to a dif- 


Ugbogu, who wore a T-shirt and 
ripped jeans to the sentencing, reacted 
to the verdict with the same lack of emo- 
tion that has generally characterized 
him since the trial began in December. 

Ugbogu, who has been taking psychi- 
atric medication regularly while being 
held in jail, did not have the chance to 
speak Thursday. 

A court-appointed psychiatric expert 
said in April that Ugbogu may have 
convinced himself that he hears voices 
in his head following the stabbing in 
order to cope with the trauma. But he 
said Ugbogu acted too methodically to 
have been schizophrenic at the time of 
the killing. 

Judges said Thursday that they 
accepted the psychiatric expert’s 
finding. 

“The verdict rejected all the claims 
made by the defendant and defense 
counsel. It is truly regrettable,” defense 
attorney Yasutoshi Murakami said fol- 
lowing court Thursday. 

Murakami disputed the psychiatrist’s 


ferent conclusion about his sanity. Jury 
trials were introduced to the Japanese 
justice system for the first time in May. 
The start of Ugbogu’s trial preceded 
that change and his case was heard by 
the panel of judges. 

The judges acknowledged that 
Ugbogu apologized for his actions, but 
they later said that the apology was 
superficial. 

“We don’t believe the defendant has 
seriously reflected on what he did,” 
Kawaguchi said. 

“This case has had very serious con- 
sequences, not only to the Yokosuka 
base, but to the Japanese people as a 
whole,” Kawaguchi later added. 

Ugbogu has 14 days to appeal the 
decision. 

Murakami said he would discuss ap- 
peals with his client Friday, but that 
Ugbogu had expressed earlier his will- 
ingness to accept the outcome and move 
on with his life. 

Without an appeal, Ugbogu would 
be eligible for parole in about 25 to 30

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U.S. worried about raid on Iranian exile camp

BAGHDAD — Violent clashes continued 
between Iraqi troops and members of an 
Iranian opposition group whose camp the 
Iraqis stormed Tuesday, presenting the 
first major dilemma for the U.S. govern- 
ment since Iraq proclaimed its sovereignty 
a month ago. 

At least eight Iranians have been killed 
and 400 wounded since Tuesday, when 
hundreds of Iraqi police and soldiers in 
riot gear plowed into Camp Ashraf, north- 
east of Baghdad, using Humvees donated 
by the U.S. military, according to group 
leaders and Abdul Nasir al-Mahdawi, the 
governor of Diyala province. 

Camp residents described the day’s 
events as a massacre and the aftermath as 
a tense stalemate. 

Behzad Saffari, a leader of the Mujahed- 
din-e Khalq, or MEK, said that Iraqi troops 
were preventing gravely injured people 
from being taken to hospitals outside the 
group’s camp and that residents feared sol- 
diers would storm their living quarters. 

“We have 1,000 women,” he said. “This 
is our Main concern now.” 

The raid, ordered by Prime Minister 
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Nouri al-Maliki, co- 
incided with an un- 
announced visit by 
Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates, who left 
Iraq on Wednesday. 

In Washington, Sec- 
retary of State Hill- 
ary Rodham Clinton 
described the raid as 
a legitimate act by 
a sovereign nation. 
“Although the U.S. 
government remains 
engaged and concerned about this issue, it 
is a matter for the government of Iraq to re- 
solve in accordance with its laws,” she said. 

Clinton said Iraq had given assurances 
that camp residents would be treated hu- 
manely and would not be relocated any- 
where they would have a well-founded 
fear of persecution. She urged the Iraqis to 
“show restraint.” 

U.S. officials are deeply concerned 
about the reports of violence and have 
been monitoring the situation using cam- 
era-equipped unmanned aircraft since 
Tuesday, said an official who spoke on the 
condition of anonymity. 

“We’re asking the Iraqis questions,”

Humor: “You have to have a sense

Yes, the humor can be offensive and 
galling — burn victims sometimes call one 
another “crispy,” for example. The sphere 
of people who can get away with telling 
amputee jokes is tightly defined, and not 
every wounded warrior is able to joke 
about having a hard time going up stairs 
or holding a coffee cup. But for others, it’s 
the ultimate palliative as they move from 
denial to anger to acceptance. 

“You have to have fun with it,” said 
Kevin Blanchard, who lost his left leg 
while on patrol in Iraq in 2005. “And you 
can get away with murder, 
because who’s going to yell 
at an amputee?” 

Wounds heal faster when 
they become a practical 
joke, a gag. At an amuse- 
ment park, Blanchard, now 
a student at George Wash- 
ington University, removed 
his leg before getting on a suspended roller 
coaster where riders’ feet dangle freely. 
As the ride coasted to a stop, he started 
screaming loud enough for those in line to 
hear: “Do not get on that ride! It'll rip your 
legs off!” 

Murray says laughter helped him keep 
his “mind off the fact of what an absolutely 
horrible situation you are in — how you 
went from being a big, bad-ass terrorist 
fighter to having your mother pushing you 
around in a wheelchair.” 

It helped that fellow Marines dished it 
out in the physical therapy room as if they 
had never left the front lines. He loved how 
the sad, tragic place could give way so eas- 
ily to hilarity. How servicemembers called 
one another “Gimpy” and “Peg-leg” and 
“one-legged bastard.” Those with one arm 
were known as “Five” for the number of 
fingers they had left. 

On a whim, Murray and a fellow patient, 
a double amputee, made business cards to 
pass out to women in bars that read: 

213 Inc. 

2 Chumps 1 Leg 3 Stumps 

Part Time Human Bomb Detectors 

Full Time Lady Killers

Patients at Walter Reed competed to 
print up T-shirts that capture the tone of 
much of the hospital hallway banter: “Buy 
a Marine. 25-50 percent off. Some assem- 
bly required.” 

And: “Dude, where’s my leg?” 

And: “I went to Iraq, lost my leg and all I 
got was this T-shirt.” 

One had his prosthetic professionally 
printed: “I did it for the parking.” 

Schar and some friends created a top 10 
list of positive things about being a double 
amputee: “Your feet don’t smell.” “You can 
wear the same socks for 
weeks.” “You can always 
wear shorts.” 

Once, while Schar was 
wheeling himself up a 
steep hill, someone asked 
whether he needed a hand. 

“No, man, my hands are 
good,” Schar responded. 
“Can you give me a couple 
of feet?” 

When Ryan Kules first got to Walter 
Reed in 2005, he saw nothing funny about 
losing his right arm and left leg. The former 
Army captain was still in agonizing pain, 
and mourning two buddies killed by the 
roadside bomb that exploded directly under 
their Humvee. It took nine months before 
Kules was finally able to join the joking. 

Humor “is coming to terms with the way 
your body is now, and part of that process 
is being able to laugh about it and being 
able to joke around with people who are 
in similar situations as you,” said Kules, 
of suburban Bowie, Md., who works with 
the Wounded Warrior Project helping vet- 
erans get jobs. 

“Unfortunately, there are people who 
never get to that point,’ Kules said. “You 
can make fun of yourself, or not — but 
that can suddenly lead down a very dark 
road.” 

Last fall, Walter Reed staffer Ross 
Colquhoun, called the “able-bodied freak” 
by the patients he takes on outdoor expe- 
ditions, was with a group of amputees at a 
store, shopping for supplies for a hunting 
trip. The patients were, as usual, going at 


the official said. “Sometimes they answer, 
sometimes they don’t.” 

A contingent of U.S. soldiers based out- 
side Ashraf has been monitoring the situa- 
tion but has declined to intervene, residents 
said. 

The raid and its aftermath represent a 
conundrum for U.S. officials. Some say 
they feel obligated to the MEK because 
its members have provided information 
about Iran’s nuclear program and because 
American officials vowed to protect them 
after the 2003 invasion of Iraq. 

But condemning this week’s events could 
be seen as an affront to al-Maliki’s govern- 
ment just as U.S. officials are talking up 
Iraq’s sovereignty, proclaimed June 30 when 
American troops withdrew from cities. 

Iraqi government spokesman Ali al- 
Dabbagh, who put the death toll at seven, 
denied excessive force was used, accord- 
ing to The Associated Press. He said an 
investigation had begun into how the Irani- 
ans died, and he noted that Iraqis found the 
bodies of two men shot in the back when 
they entered the camp. 

He claimed they had the word “traitor” 
in Iran’s Farsi language written on their 
bodies, suggesting they had been killed by 
members of the group. He said the situa- 
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tion at the camp was stable Thursday. 

The stated goal of the Ashraf operation 
was to set up an Iraqi police station inside 
the camp, a move Iraq has described as the 
first step toward evicting the more than 
3,000 residents. 

Tehran officials have pressured the 
Baghdad government for years to expel 
the MEK, which seeks to overthrow Iran’s 
Islamic regime. But Iraq has held off from 
raiding the camp because of U.S. opposi- 
tion to a violent takeover. 

An Iraqi police commander who partici- 
pated in the raid said the Iranians’ fierce 
resistance had startled Iraqi security 
forces. When the Iraqis gathered outside 
the gate, throngs of MEK members, led by 
women, formed a human shield, said the 
official, who spoke on the condition of ano- 
nymity. “They put the women in front to 
prevent us from entering. They hit us with 
rocks and knives.” 

The official said 45 troops were injured. 
Residents at the camp said they did not 
provoke the forces. 

After nearly four hours, the official said, 
the Iraqis set up a police station and check- 
points inside the camp and raised an Iraqi 
flag.

it. Colquhoun called one soldier “gimpy” 
and threatened to tie another’s wheelchair 
to the van’s bumper and drive him home 
like that. 

“Did you hear what that guy just said?” 
a nearby shopper told his friend. “I can’t 
believe he’s talking to them like that. I’m 
going to kick his butt if he keeps it up.” 

The shoppers confronted Colquhoun, 
who explained that yes, the joking was raw, 
but that’s how they communicate. “They 
were dumbfounded,” Colquhoun said. 

Army Staff Sgt. Kurtis Dellicker has 
catalogued his wounds so many times, he 


has his shtick down pat. 

The left side of his face is paralyzed, “so 
I won’t ever need Botox.” And numb: “So I 
can really take a punch in bar fights.” And 
he’s deaf in his left ear, so “I get half off on 
headphones.” 

The jokes, delivered deadpan, are his 
way of saying he has accepted the way he 
is, has moved on and wishes others would, 
too. 

“That’s how I make it through the day, 
especially here at Walter Reed,” Dellicker 
said. “To be in this place, you have to have a 
sense of humor or you'll lose your mind.”

BAGHDAD — Twelve people were killed by 
bombings in northern and western Iraq on Thurs- 
day, including seven in a building used by a Sunni- 
backed political group in Diyala province, said 
police. 

The violence is a reflection of the deep political 
and ethnic divisions that remain in Iraq despite the 
security gains over the past 18 months. 

Diyala experienced violence earlier this week 
when Iraqi security forces and an Iranian opposi- 
tion group living in a camp in the province engaged 
in two days of clashes that left seven people dead. 

Police in western Iraq, meanwhile, said five peo- 
ple died and 15 were injured when a suicide bomber 
blew up his vehicle in Qaim, near the border with 
Syria. A police official said the bomber was target- 
ing a police station but concrete barriers prevented 
him from reaching it. 

“There are many civilians under the rubble. 
Many houses were destroyed completely, and the 
police imposed a vehicle and motorcycle ban,” he 
said, requesting anonymity because he was not au- 


57 U.K. troops wounded in early July 


LONDON — Britain’s Defense Ministry says 57 
British soldiers were wounded in Afghanistan in 
the first two weeks of July — the highest casualty 
rate since operations began. 

Officials said Thursday 57 troops were wound- 
ed in early July compared with 46 in the whole of 
June and 24 in May. 

Britain has also had a high fatality rate in Af- 
ghanistan — 22 soldiers have been killed in July 
— the highest since the operations began.

thorized to speak with the media. 

Thursday’s first blast hit Bagouba, the provin- 
cial seat of Diyala that lies northeast of Baghdad, 
killing at least seven and wounding 10 people, said 
Major Ghalib al-Karkhi, a spokesman for the Di- 
yala police. Other police and hospital officials con- 
firmed the toll. 

The bomb was hidden inside a building used by 
the Reform and Development Movement, a Sunni- 
backed political group founded last year that won 
four seats in the last provincial council elections. 

The bombing came amid heightened tensions 
in Camp Ashraf, where Iranian exiles belonging 
to the People’s Mujahedeen Organization of Iran 
clashed with Iraqi police. 

The group said hundreds of exiles were wounded 
and at least seven killed. That claim was initially 
denied by the Iraqi government, but al-Dabbagh 
confirmed the death toll Thursday. 

“We came to know ... that seven people from 
Ashraf Camp have been killed. We have around 
30 people from our police, they have been injured, 
some of them are in critical situation,” al-Dabbagh 
told The Associated Press.

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Britain launches 
inquiry into lraq 
war participation

LONDON — Britain launched 
its first sweeping inquiry into the 
unpopular Iraq war on Thursday 
—a potentially explosive national 
reckoning that will call ex-Prime 
Minister Tony Blair as a witness 
and seek evidence from former 
White House staff members. 

John Chilcot, an ex-civil servant 
who is the inquiry chairman, said 
the study would expose errors in 
the buildup and tumultuous af- 
termath of the 2003 U.S.-led inva- 
sion. He vowed his panel wouldn’t 
shy from delivering embarrass- 
ing truths to key figures in Lon- 
don and Washington. 

“If we find that mistakes were 
made, that there were issues 
which could have been dealt with 
better, we will say so frankly,” 
Chilcot told reporters. 

But Chilcot’s panel — which 
includes four other officials, in- 
cluding Winston Churchill’s 
biographer and an ex-British am- 
bassador to Russia — will be able 
only to issue rebukes and recom- 
mendations. It is not permitted to 
establish criminal or civil liability 
for mistakes. 

“The inquiry is not a court of 
law and nobody is on trial. But I 
want to make something absolute- 
ly clear — the committee will not 
shy away from making criticism,” 
Chilcot said. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
asked Chilcot to examine the 
period from the Sept. 11, 2001, 
attacks on the United States 
through to the withdrawal of Brit- 
ish troops from Iraq earlier this 
month. It will analyze prewar in- 
telligence and postwar decisions 
on reconstruction. 

Bereaved families and anti-war 
activists have long called for an 
inquiry to consider Britain’s role 
in a conflict that triggered mas- 
sive protests at home and left 179 
British soldiers dead. 

Two previous studies into as- 
pects of Britain’s decision to join 
the U.S.-led Iraq war already 
have been held, but both were de- 
nounced by critics who claimed 
their conclusions had little effect. 

One cleared the government of 


blame for the death of David Kelly, 
a government weapons scientist 
who killed himself in 2003 after 
he was exposed as the source of a 
British Broadcasting Corp. report 
that accused Blair’s office of ‘“‘sex- 
ing up” prewar intelligence. 

A separate 2004 inquiry — in 
which Chilcot took part — into 
intelligence on Iraq also cleared 
Blair’s government, but criticized 
intelligence officials for relying 
on seriously flawed or unreliable 
sources. 

Chilcot said his inquiry will call 
Blair, have access to all relevant 
British government documents, 
and seek information from deci- 
sion makers in both Iraq and the 
United States. 

“We certainly plan to have dis- 
cussions on as broad a basis as we 
can and that must include, clearly, 
people in the United States as well 
as elsewhere. Discussions and ev- 
idence sessions are not necessar- 
ily the same thing, and of course 
we have no power to compel wit- 
nesses here, let alone in foreign 
governments,” Chilcot said, indi- 
cating Bush-era officials won’t be 
called to testify in person. 

Blair’s office said the ex-British 
leader is prepared to give testimo- 
ny and to appear in public. 

Critics of the war say the inqui- 
ry should seek to prove whether or 
not Blair offered Bush an assur- 
ance as early as mid-2002 — be- 
fore lawmakers voted in 2003 to 
approve U.K. involvement — that 
Britain would join the war. 

Blair was dubbed Bush’s poodle 
over his support for the U.S.-led 
invasion and suffered domesti- 
cally — his popularity ratings 
nose-dived, though he won a 2005 
national election with a reduced 
majority. 

Chilcot said the inquiry’s find- 
ings will not be published before 
next summer, meaning the con- 
clusions won’t be known before 
Britain’s next national election 
— which must be held by June 
2010. 

“Tt is obviously a political ploy 
so as not to make Iraq an issue in 
the election,” said Brian Brivati, 
an academic at London’s Kings- 
ton University.

SHERMAN, Texas — Tears 
come to Elizabeth Russell’s eyes 
when she thinks of the five Amer- 
ican soldiers her son is accused 
of gunning down in a moment of 
rage in Iraq. 

She prays for them: the Navy 
officer, the Army psychiatrist, 
and three enlisted men, and their 
widows, parents and children. 

She also prays for her son, 
Army Sgt. John Russell, who 
faces five counts of premeditated 
murder for what happened May 
11 at a combat stress center near 
Baghdad. 

Russell, 44, is in custody in Ku- 
wait, awaiting an Article 32 hear- 
ing, the military equivalent of a 
preliminary hearing. Under mili- 
tary law, a conviction can carry a 
death sentence; the minimum is 
life in prison. 

In more than seven years of war 
in Afghanistan and Iraq, there 
have been cases of alleged attacks 
among U.S. troops, but never one 
in which a soldier stands accused 
of killing five colleagues. 

The Russell case also brings 
up issues of how the Army evalu- 
ates the mental health of troops in 
combat zones, many of whom, like 
Russell, have endured repeated 
deployments. The Army is now 
studying the psychological ser- 
vices available to soldiers in Iraq. 

Elizabeth and Wilburn Rus- 
sell live in the two-story house 
that was meant to be the dream 
home for their son and his Ger- 
man-born wife, Mandy, when he 
retired from the Army. 

Russell had been a competent 
communications technician but 
hardly a stellar performer. After 
16 years, he was still a sergeant. 
He had lost a stripe earlier for un- 
authorized absence. 

Russell planned to return to 
Texas and get a maintenance job 
at the Texas Instruments plant 
where his parents worked until 
retirement. 

The Russells, their three daugh- 
ters and John Russell’s son, John 
Michael II, 20, are confused about 
“the event.” 

“Every day, it’s all I think 
about,” said John Michael II, who 
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Elizabeth and Wilburn Russell hold a picture of their son, Army Sgt. John Russell, who is accused of 
killing five U.S. personnel in a shooting at a combat stress center in Iraq. 


inherited his father’s love of fish- 
ing and works in a bait shop. He 
has changed his mind about join- 
ing the military. 

The family thinks that Russell 
snapped under stress, a year into 
his third combat tour in Iraq. His 
first tour lasted 15 months, his 
second tour 12. 

“This wasn’t John, not John,” 
said Elizabeth Russell, 72. 

E-mails and phone calls by Rus- 
sell to family members suggested 
that he had been spiraling down- 
ward emotionally. After his sec- 
ond tour, Russell had complained 
of sleeplessness and nightmares. 
At the U.S. base medical center 
in Bamberg, Germany, he saw a 
therapist and was given pills to 
help him sleep. 

When his unit redeployed to 
Iraq early in 2008, Russell was 
delayed because of a death in his 
wife’s family. In May 2008, he de- 
ployed with a different unit. It was 
not a good fit. 


In February, Russell told his 
sister, Lisa Russell Wilson, 48, 
that he was ostracized and picked 
on. 


“He asked me to pray for him,” 
Wilson said. “He said: ‘I’m not 
going to make it. These people are 
after me.’ ” 


On April 15, he e-mailed his 
mother: “I am not feeling good, I 
have something and I can’t get rid 
of it. Love John.” 


Russell often mentioned of- 
ficers who singled him out for 
criticism and tough duty, like a 
three-day stint at a forward sen- 
try post without relief. 


At 6 feet 4 inches and in good 
physical shape, Russell was an 
imposing presence, but complain- 
ing and angry behavior were out 
of character, the family says. 

Wilburn Russell, 73, a former 
boxer and retired Department of 
Defense civilian employee, said 


that the changes in his son were 
alarming, but that the family was 
helpless. 

“Whether these things hap- 
pened or not, they were real to 
John,” said his father. 

On May 6, John Russell e- 
mailed his wife: “Hey, baby, for 
the last two days I have been in 
hell. I was threatened buy a sol- 
dier. I didn’t know what to do. All 
it is all said and done, I am left 
feeling so terrible you could just 
never know. These people are 
not good people and I think that I 
am going a little crazy ... I really 
need to get out of the Army soon. 
I came close to losing everything 
that I have worked for.” 

A day later, Russell e-mailed: 
“T went off on an officer, but he 
is not going to get me in trouble 
because he was one of the people 
that threatened me. So we have a 
clean slate. Love John.” 

What happened next is unclear. 

Russell went to the combat

stress center at Camp Liberty 
where mental-health workers 
evaluate soldiers for post-trau- 
matic stress disorder and depres- 
sion. Russell was close to the end 
of his deployment. He was given 
medication and his sidearm was 
taken away, a routine precaution 
for soldiers receiving counseling. 

After a May 11 dispute at the 
center, Russell was ordered to 
leave. Outside, he allegedly took a 
gun from his escort, burst into the 
center and started firing. 

Dead were Navy Cmdr. Charles 
Springle, 52, of Wilmington, N.C.; 
Maj. Matthew Philip Houseal, 
54, of Amarillo, Texas; Staff Set. 
Christian Enrique Bueno-Galdos, 
25, of Paterson, N.J.; Spc. Jacob 
David Barton, 20, of Lenox, Mo., 
and Pfc. Michael Edward Yates 
Jr., 19, of Federalsburg, Md. 

Russell’s family is reluctant to 
use the word “victim,” not want- 
ing to be insensitive to the rela- 
tives of the five dead soldiers. Still, 
they feel that John was also a vic- 
tim — of stress from 39 months in 
Iraq and an Army mental-health 
system that failed him. 

“T don’t think he was in his right 
mind,” said Mandy, 33. 

The Army is also interested 
in the state of Russell’s mind. In 
June, he was taken to Walter Reed 
Medical Center in Washington for 
psychological tests before return- 
ing to Kuwait. His family was not 
allowed to see him. 

In 2009, Russell needed another 
four-year hitch to qualify for a full 
pension. His family believes that 
a threat from an officer to block 
his re-enlistment — real, false or 
imagined — might have pushed 
him into violence. 

These days, Elizabeth Russell 
peppers her son’s military lawyer 
with questions but gets few an- 
swers. She sends books to her son 
in Kuwait. 

While in the brig, Russell had a 
“hostile meeting” with a psychia- 
trist and fired his first lawyer. His 
mother remembers a telephone 
call with him four days after “the 
event.” 

“He didn’t remember anything 
about that day,’ she said. “He 
sounded really tired, exhausted. 
... [told him we loved him.” 


Army delays private’s deployment over challenge

ST. LOUIS — The Army and the parents 
of a Fort Leonard Wood soldier challeng- 
ing her enlistment struck a deal Tues- 
day to keep Pvt. Hillary J. Poole from 
being shipped overseas until the issue is 
resolved. 

Poole’s parents filed an emergency re- 
quest in federal court on July 24 to block 
her scheduled deployment this week to 
Germany and then to Afghanistan a few 
months later. 

Kristeen and Thomas Poole are claim- 
ing that in February, a deceptive recruiter 
told Kristeen Poole to sign her husband’s 
name on forms authorizing Hillary’s over- 
night evaluation by the Army. But the 
forms actually were enlistment forms, the 
suit says. 


Documents filed on behalf of the Army 
say that Poole’s parents were both present 
and knowingly signed the forms. They were 
enthusiastic about their daughter’s career 
choice, even throwing a farewell party and 
inviting the recruiter, documents say. 

Hillary Poole entered basic training at 
Fort Jackson, S.C., on March 11. 

Her parents were happy until a few days 
or weeks later, when Poole began to regret 
her decision and a question about her enlist- 
ment bonus arose, the Army filing says. 

The Pooles called Fort Jackson officials 
April 9 and claimed that Thomas Poole 
never signed the papers. Kristeen Poole 
then called officials twice and apologized 
for lodging false accusations against the 
recruiter, the documents say. 

An Army investigation later found that 
Hillary Poole’s enlistment had been prop- 
er and that Thomas Poole’s signature was 


not an obvious forgery, the filing says. 

The larger issue of whether the Pooles 
were misled on the enlistment has not 
been resolved, but lawyers for Poole’s par- 
ents and the Army agreed Tuesday to keep 
Hillary Poole in the country and at Fort 
Leonard Wood in Missouri at least until 
Aug. 18, the date of the next hearing in the 
case. 

Poole was scheduled to fly from Syra- 
cuse, N.Y., near her home in Savannah, 
N.Y., to St. Louis on Thursday and then on 
to Germany. Her unit is scheduled to go to 
Afghanistan this fall. 

Kristeen and Hillary Poole have de- 
clined to talk to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
without their lawyer’s approval. 

Tony Rothert, a lawyer with the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union representing the 
Pooles, declined to comment on Tuesday’s 
filings. 


Douglas Smith, a spokesman for the 
Army Recruiting Command, referred a 
reporter’s questions to the U.S. attorney’s 
office, which declined to comment on the 
facts of the case. 

In her court filings, Assistant U.S. At- 
torney Cynthia J. Hyde said that Hillary 
Poole was not entitled to a temporary re- 
straining order, as she had not exhausted 
all her options with the Army. She could 
still apply to the Army Board for Correc- 
tion of Military Records, Hyde wrote. 

The only urgency in the case is of the 
Pooles’ own making, Hyde continued, wait- 
ing until the last minute to try to block the 
deployment. The Pooles are also asking 
a federal judge to “intervene in the man- 
agement and control of the military, areas 
constitutionally reserved to the executive 
and legislative branches of government,” 
Hyde wrote.

WASHINGTON — Defense of- 
ficials are looking into a military- 
wide ban on social networking 
sites like Twitter and Facebook 
because of security concerns re- 
lated to the Internet portals. 

Tim Madden, spokesman for 
U.S. Strategic Command’s task 
force on network operations, said 
the ban is “under consideration” 
but no further decisions have 
been made. Last week, his office 
distributed a memo to commands 
worldwide asking for feedback on

such a ban on the military’s NI- 
PRNet, the Defense Department’s 
unsecured computer network. 

On Thursday, Wired Maga- 
zine’s Danger Room blog broke 
news of the memo, which states 
the sites could make the mili- 
tary’s networks easy targets for 
hackers. They also reported frus- 
tration among many defense offi- 
cials who have been pushing the 
social networking tools as critical 
for the services’ public relations 
and recruiting. 

Earlier this year, Army officials 
ordered network managers at

81 U.S. locations to unblock Web 
sites such as Facebook, Flickr 
and Twitter as part of an effort to 
standardize access to the popular 
social networking tools. 

Last month, the staff of Joint 
Chiefs of Staff Chairman Adm. 
Mike Mullen unveiled his new 
Facebook page, and he told re- 
porters that Pentagon leaders 
should know and _ understand 
more about popular Internet sites 
their subordinates are using. 

But Madden said the inquiry 
into blocking the sites isn’t a re- 
jection of those ideas, but instead

simply part of ongoing reviews of 
security and safety protocols. 

“We’re always looking at ways 
to protect the network,” he said. 

In May 2007, STRATCOM of- 
ficials blocked access from of- 
ficial government computers to 
13 sites, including MySpace and 
YouTube. At the time, officials 
said those moves were designed 
to stop the heavy drain the media- 
intensive sites put on the military 
network. 

Any changes implemented by 
the command likely would not af- 
fect Internet cafes or home Inter- 
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net connections at base housing, 
both of which are usually linked 
to an outside, private service 
provider. 

But computers in all military 
offices, and troops in Iraq and 
Afghanistan at bases whose only 
Internet access is through the NI- 
PRNet, would be affected. 

Madden could not give a time- 
line for when a decision might be 
made, or provide details of what 
reaction officials have received to 
the news so far.

Taliban vows to disrupt elections in Afghanistan 


Citizens warned to avoid polling 
places during ‘American process’

KABUL — The Taliban urged 
Afghans on Thursday to stay away 
from the Aug. 20 elections, threat- 
ening to block the roads to polling 
stations and dismissing the ballot- 
ing as an “American process.” 

In a statement posted on a 
Web site used frequently by the 
militants, the extremist Islamic 
movement mocked the upcoming 
presidential and provincial polls 
as part of an American “failed 


Americans. 

Karzai’s chief rival in the 39- 
candidate field, former Foreign 
Minister Abdullah Abdullah, is 
popular in northern Tajik areas, 
which are more peaceful and more 
likely to have a strong turnout. 

Karzai is widely assumed to be 
the front-runner but if he fails to 
win more than half the votes in 
the crowded field, he would face a 
runoff with the second-place fin- 
isher in October. 

Karzai could be vulnerable if 
his opponents rally around an 
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with the Islamic emirate and 
should not participate in this 
American process,” the Taliban 
said in a statement. The Islamic 
emirate is the name used by 
Taliban groups loyal to Mullah 
Omar. 

The statement urged Taliban 
fighters to prevent people from 
voting. 

It said that a day before the 
elections, roads would be blocked 
to government vehicles and civil- 
ian traffic “and the people should 
be aware of that.” 

Hundreds of polling stations 
are likely to remain shut on the 
election date, almost all in areas 
dominated by Pashtuns, the big- 
gest ethnic group and the back- 
bone of the Taliban. 

A low Pashtun turnout could 
call the legitimacy of the election 
results into question. 

A low turnout in Pashtun areas 
could also cost President Hamid 
Karzai support among his fel- 
low Pashtuns, who tend to vote 
by ethnicity even though many 
of them are disenchanted with 
him because of his ties to the 


dential election but had failed. 

“There will obviously be some 
danger if the Taliban really try to 
stop the voting but in my experi- 
ence if people really want to vote 
they will do so,” Neumann said. 

Also Thursday, a roadside blast 
killed four Afghan guards in the 
south of the country, the Interior 
Ministry said. 

It said the blast occurred in 
Helmand province and the vic- 
tims worked for a private security 
company. 

Thousands of U.S. Marines 
and British soldiers are conduct- 
ing anti-Taliban offensives in 
Helmand province, one of the cen- 
ters of the Taliban insurgency. 

Insurgents have ramped up 
attacks markedly since the last 
presidential election, and have 
dramatically increased their use 
of roadside bombs this year. 

July has been the deadliest 
month of the war for U.S. and in- 
ternational forces, and the rising 
casualties have shaken public sup- 
port for the war in Europe even as 
the U.S. ramps up its participation 
in the conflict.

SEOUL— North Korea is inves- 
tigating a South Korean fishing 
boat and its four-member crew 
that it seized Thursday after the 
vessel strayed into the country’s 
waters, the South Korean govern- 
ment said. 

The incident came amid ten- 
sions on the divided peninsula over 
North Korea’s nuclear and missile 
programs, and as the two Koreas 
have been mired in a standoff 
for more than a year over Seoul’s 
tough policy toward Pyongyang. 

Early Thursday morning, a 
North Korean patrol boat took the 
29-ton fishing boat “800 Yeonan” 
into custody after it crossed into 
the North’s eastern waters, appar- 
ently because its satellite naviga- 
tion system malfunctioned, an 
official at South Korea’s Joint 
Chiefs of Staff said. 

The official, who spoke on cus- 
tomary condition of anonymity, 
said the boat was taken to North 
Korea’s eastern port of Jangjon, 
just north of the border. 

South Korea asked the North 
to quickly release the vessel and 
crew, Seoul’s Unification Ministry 


said, citing Seoul’s repatriation of 
North Korean fishing boats in re- 
cent years. 

An unidentified North Korean 
maritime official told a South 
Korean counterpart by telephone 
that “a related agency is investi- 
gating” the incident, the ministry 
said. The South asked the North to 
keep it informed of developments 
and the North said it would do so, 
according to the ministry, which 
handles relations with the North. 

North Korea’s state news agen- 
cy, monitored in Seoul, carried no 
reports on the incident. 

Following the seizure, dozens of 
demonstrators gathered in central 
Seoul to denounce the North and 
call for the immediate release of 
the fishing boat and crew. 

Maritime incidents between the 
two sides involving fishing boats 
and other commercial vessels 
occur from time to time and are 
generally resolved amicably. 

However, the countries’ disput- 
ed western maritime border has 
been the scene of deadly fighting 
in the past. 

In June 2002, six South Korean 
troops died when North Korea 
sank a South Korean patrol boat 
in the area.

North Korea’s first 
fast-food restau- 
rant hasquickly 
become popular. 
More branches are 
planned, a restau- 
rant manager says. 
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N. Korea gets taste of fast food

SEOUL — North Korea’s first fast-food restaurant 
has quickly become popular among local residents 
and foreigners and plans to open branches in the fu- 
ture, a restaurant manager said Thursday. 

North Korea opened the Samtaesong restaurant 
in its capital, Pyongyang, last month. It is the iso- 
lated communist nation’s first fast-food restaurant 
and offers hamburgers, french fries, waffles and 
draft beer. 

“Our restaurant specializes in serving popu- 
lar food that’s well-known throughout the world,” 
manager Ko Jong Ok told broadcaster APTN in 
Pyongyang. 

“It is not so long since its opening, but our res- 
taurant has become popular among our people and 
foreigners,” she added. “We are planning to set up 
branches in many places of the city in the future.” 

APTN footage showed restaurant staff in orange 
aprons and white hats preparing french fries and 
hamburgers. The restaurant appeared to be styled 
after fast-food joints the world over and several 
North Koreans were seen ordering and others eat- 
ing. But more seats were empty than filled. 

“T think it is very clean and I think every effort 
has been made to present the food very well,” said 
George Bottomley, a British visitor. 

North Korea calls hamburgers “minced beef and 
bread” in an apparent attempt not to give the im- 
pression that its citizens have embraced the Ameri- 


can food icon. 

And the North’s ever-present propaganda was 
close at hand. On the wall of the building that houses 
the restaurant is a banner reading, “Long live the 
Songun (military-first) revolution ideology.” 

Songun is a key policy of authoritarian leader 
Kim Jong II that calls for putting priority on the 
country’s armed forces. 

The minced beef and bread at the restaurant 
costs $1.70, according to the Choson Sinbo, a Tokyo- 
based newspaper considered a mouthpiece for 
Pyongyang. 

That would eat up more than half of the average 
North Korean’s daily income. South Korea’s central 
bank put last year’s average per capita income at 
$1,065. 

Choson Sinbo reported last week on the opening of 
the restaurant, which it said occurred last month. 

North Korea has relied on outside handouts to 
feed its hunger-stricken 24 million people since 
natural disasters and mismanagement devastated 
its economy in the 1990s. Its government strictly 
controls information about the outside world. 

On Wednesday, North Korean state TV aired foot- 
age from South Korean television programs edited 
to highlight social and economic problems in the far 
richer South in a move apparently aimed at quash- 
ing rumors among the North’s impoverished people 
that the rival country is better off.

Nigerian troops kill at 
least 100 in militant hunt

MAIDUGURI, Nigeria — Se- 
curity forces hunted door-to-door 
for Islamic militants in northern 
Nigeria on Thursday after kill- 
ing more than 100 of them by 
storming the sect’s compound. 
A top rights group said innocent 
people were getting executed in 
the process. 

The government, which blames 
the Boko Haram sect for instigat- 
ing days of violence in the most- 
ly Muslim region, shelled and 
stormed the group’s mosque and 
headquarters Wednesday night, 
setting off a raging firefight with 
retreating militants. 

Sect leader Mohammed Yusuf 
escaped along with about 300 fol- 
lowers but his deputy was killed, 
according to Army commander 
Maj. Gen. Saleh Maina. 

Police said most of the dead 
were Islamist fighters. 

A local rights group charged 
Thursday that security forces 
have been killing innocent ci- 
vilians as they fought to crush 
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the sect. Witnesses said they 
watched troops executing people 
alleged to be militants. 

An AP reporter saw soldiers, 
under fire, shoot their way into 
the sect’s mosque in Maiduguri 
on Wednesday and then rake 
those holed up inside with gun- 
fire. The reporter later counted 
about 50 bodies inside the build- 
ing and another 50 in the court- 
yard outside. 

Another five corpses were just 
inside a large house near the 
mosque. Maina pointed to the 
body of a plump, bearded man 
and said it the Boko Haram sect’s 
vice chairman, Bukar Shekau. 

“The mission has been accom- 
plished,” said Maina, the army 
commander. 

The militants, armed with 
homemade hunting rifles and 
firebombs, bows and arrows, 
machetes and scimitars, were 
no match for the government 
forces. 

Army Col. Ben Anahotu said 
three police officers were also 
killed in the battle.

Two police officers killed in 
bombing on Spanish island

PALMA DE MALLORCA, Ba- 
learic Islands — An explosion on 
the Spanish resort island of Mal- 
lorca killed two police officers 
Thursday and authorities blocked 
all outgoing flights and ships from 
leaving as part of a manhunt. 

The bombing, blamed _ on 
Basque separatist group ETA, 
targeted a police vehicle. It was 
the second attack linked to ETA 
in less than 36 hours. A powerful 
car bomb Wednesday destroyed 
a police barracks in the northern 
Spanish city of Burgos, injuring 
about 60 people. 

If confirmed as ETA attacks, 
the blasts would conflict with 
government assertions that the 
group is seriously weakened after 
major police crackdowns in Spain 
and France in recent years. 

The 50th anniversary of ETA’s 
founding is Friday and the group 
may be trying to demonstrate 
with attacks on the two consecu- 
tive days before the milestone 
that it was not in any danger of 
breaking up. 

Thursday’s victims belonged 
to the paramilitary Civil Guard, 
which is chiefly in charge of po- 
licing rural areas and guarding 
official buildings. Mallorca is one 
of Spain’s top tourist destinations, 
and the explosion occurred at 
the height of the summer holiday 
season. 
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Television images showed the 
charred and mangled remains 
of a vehicle that had been parked 
on a street in the Palmanova 
beach resort area, southwest of 
the island’s capital, Palma de 
Mallorca. 

The cause of the explosion was 
under investigation. News re- 
ports said the explosion may have 
been caused by a bomb attached 
to the underside of a police patrol 
vehicle. 

“State security forces have 
sealed off the island to avoid the 
escape of the terrorists,” a re- 
gional Interior Ministry state- 
ment said. 

The blast occurred shortly 
before 2 p.m. The Interior Min- 
istry said several people were 
injured but none was in serious 
condition. 


What drives the ETA? 


= History — ETA was formed 
in 1959 during the right-wing 
dictatorship of Gen. Francisco 
Franco. Its name is a Basque- 
language acronym for Euskadi 
Ta Askatasuna, meaning Basque 
Homeland and Freedom. 

m™ Goals — The group’s aim is 
for an independent state made 
up of Basque areas in northern 
Spain and southwestern France 
and parts of the northern Spanish 
region of Navarra. 

™@ Violence — After initially 
seeking its goals through political 
means, ETA began to resort to 
violence, mainly car bombs and 
point-blank shootings. Its first 
killing was in 1968. ETA is now 
blamed for 825 deaths. 

= Political support — Political 
parties linked to ETA have been 
banned in recent years. Previ- 
ously, groups such as Batasuna 
used to garner some 12 percent of 
votes in regional elections. 

= Members — During the 1970s 
and early 1980s, ETA was esti- 
mated to have had around 1,000 
members, out of a regional popu- 
lation of just more than 2 million. 
In the 1990s, France stepped up 
cooperation with Spain in chasing 
down ETA militants who had tra- 
ditionally sought refuge there.

Paper: China leads world in abortions

BEIJING — China performs more abortions than 
any other country in the world, about 13 million a 
year, mostly for young single women who aren’t 
using contraception. One expert says the figures 
show many Chinese now consider the cheap, widely 
available procedure an acceptable form of birth 


control. 


In a rare disclosure of family planning statistics 
— which are considered state secrets — the official 
China Daily newspaper reported Thursday that 
about 13 million surgical abortions are performed 


in Chinese hospitals and 10 million abortion pills 


are sold every year. The pills can induce an abor- 
tion very early in pregnancy, and are commonly re- 
ferred to as the morning-after pill. 

The report said the real number of abortions is 
believed to be even higher since many are done out- 
side of hospitals in unregistered rural clinics. 


Ma Xiaonian — a well-known sex therapist who 


hosted a popular sex-focused talk show that was 
pulled off the air in 2007 for being too racy — said 
the abortion figures showed the inadequacy of Chi- 
na’s sex education.

TEHRAN, Iran — Iranian 
police fired tear gas and beat 
anti-government protesters with 
batons to disperse thousands at 
a graveside memorial Thursday 
for victims of post-election vio- 
lence, witnesses and state televi- 
sion said. 

Demonstrations that drew thou- 
sands more later spread to other 
parts of the capital of Tehran and 
more clashes with security forc- 
es erupted. Witnesses said police 
fired tear gas at dozens of dem- 
onstrators on Valiasr Street who 
set tires and trash cans ablaze in 
response. 

Police barred opposition leader 
Mir Hossein Mousavi from join- 
ing the crowd around the grave 
of Neda Agha Soltan, a young 
woman was shot to death at a 
June 20 rally to protest the dis- 
puted presidential election. The 
27-year-old music student’s dying 
moments on the pavement were 
filmed and circulated widely on 
the Web, and her name became a 
rallying cry for the opposition. 

“Neda is alive, Ahmadinejad is 
dead,” some of those at the cere- 
mony chanted, referring to Presi- 
dent Mahmoud Ahmadinejad, 
who the opposition claims won 
the June 12 election by fraud. 

Witnesses said _plainclothes 
forces charged at them with ba- 
tons and tear gas, some of them 
chanting, “Death to those who 
are against the supreme leader.”

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Judge orders release of young Gitmo detainee

WASHINGTON — A judge ruled Thurs- 
day that one of the youngest detainees 
brought to Guantanamo Bay is being held 
illegally and must be released. 

U.S. District Judge Ellen Huvelle’s order 
does not end the case of Mohammed Jawad, 
however. Deputy Assistant Attorney Gener- 
al Ian Gershengorn told the judge that as the 
United States negotiates with the detainee’s 
home country of Afghanistan for his return 


next month, the Justice Department also is 
pursuing a criminal investigation. 

Gershengorn said Attorney General Eric 
Holder has not yet decided whether to indict 
Jawad, who allegedly threw a grenade that 
wounded two U.S. soldiers and their inter- 
preter in December 2002. That means it’s 
possible he could be brought to the United 
States for a criminal trial. 

Huvelle said she had no authority to pre- 
vent an indictment, but she encouraged 


prosecutors to think hard about problems 
with the case, including Jawad’s men- 
tal competency to stand trial and the fact 
that he’s already been incarcerated for six 
years. 

“After this horrible, long, tortured his- 
tory, I hope the government will succeed in 
getting him back home,” she said. “Enough 
has been imposed on this young man to 
date.” 

Huvelle gave the government three weeks 


to fulfill legal requirements to report to Con- 
gress about any national security risks and 
diplomatic agreements for Jawad’s release. 
She ordered the government to report back 
to her by Aug. 24 and said she hoped by then 
he was on a trans-Atlantic flight. 

Jawad’s attorneys say he was only about 
12 years old when he was arrested in 2002, 
although there aren’t records of his birth. 

The Pentagon says a bone scan shows 
Jawad was older, about 17, when arrested. 


House panel goes back to work on health care 


Deal close but not assured as doubts on both sides loom

WASHINGTON — Health 
care legislation advanced slowly 
Thursday in the last of three 
House committees to consider 
the measure as the Senate’s top 
Republican accused Democrats 
of cutting Medicare to finance a 
“massive new government-run 
plan.” 

“Some in Congress seem to be 
in such a rush to pass just any 
reform, rather than the right re- 
form, that they’re looking every- 
where for the money to pay for it, 
even if it means sticking it to se- 
niors with cuts to Medicare,” said 
Sen. Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., in 
the latest in a series of daily Sen- 
ate speeches on health care. 

McConnell’s Republicans, 
unanimously opposed to Demo- 
cratic-drafted legislation in the 
House, are watching warily while 
three members of their rank-and- 
file negotiate over a bipartisan 


plan in the Senate that could hand 
President Barack Obama a victo- 
ry on his top domestic priority. 

Across the Capitol, the House 
Energy and Commerce Commit- 
tee plowed methodically through 
a stack of proposed changes to 
the bill, one day after the White 
House, Democratic leaders and a 
band of conservative party mem- 
bers reached a compromise to 
clear the measure. 

Chairman Henry Waxman, 
D-Calif., presiding over the ses- 
sion, warned lawmakers against 
offering amendments that make 
the bill more expensive — and 
agreed to a Republican sugges- 
tion to limit the time allowed for 
debate. He said he hopes to fin- 
ish the bill sometime Friday, and 
House leaders have promised to 
bring it up for a vote in the full 
House in September, after the 
congressional August break. 

Speaker Nancy Pelosi ex- 
pressed confidence the commit- 
tee would approve the bill, and 


said the full House would follow 
suit in the fall. She also signaled 
flexibility on key issues, say- 
ing that despite her own backing 
for abortion rights, she would 
not allow the issue to torpedo 
legislation. 

Waxman’s shaky majority 
was on display early, when the 
committee voted 29-28 to de- 
feat a Republican amendment 
to strengthen ID requirements 
designed to prevent illegal im- 
migrants from getting Medicaid 
benefits. 

Another controversial Republi- 
can amendment passed by voice 
vote, over Waxman’s objections. 
Backed by Rep. Mike Rogers, R- 
Mich., it would bar the federal 
government from using research 
comparing medical treatments’ 
effectiveness to deny or ration 
care. 

Already, Congress is running 
behind a timetable set by its lead- 
ers and the White House for a 
health care bill.

LOS ANGELES — The 2,700 
or so followers of the Bahai faith 
in Southern California enjoy a life 
their brethren in Iran have cause 
to desire. 

Here, they have access to edu- 
cation, work and, most important- 
ly for them, the right to worship. 

Iran’s fundamentalist Shiite 
government has barred the coun- 
try’s 300,000 Bahai from holding 
government jobs, attending uni- 
versities and practicing their re- 
ligion, according to human-rights 
groups and the United Nations. 
Conditions have worsened in re- 
cent years, observers say, and 
now seven leaders of Iran’s Bahai 
community are held in Tehran’s 
Evin prison, where they face 
charges of espionage and possible 
execution. 

Their imprisonment has been 
condemned by the United States 
and human-rights groups, who 
see it as evidence of Iran’s per- 
sistent persecution of Bahais, its 
largest non-Muslim minority. It 
has weighed heavily on the faith’s 
adherents in Los Angeles. 

Nonetheless, the Bahai’s re- 
sponse to the arrests has been un- 
derstated, at least in public. Local 
Bahais — immigrants and Amer- 
ican converts — have neither 
taken to the streets in protest, nor 
have they tried to ride the wave 
of international indignation over 
Iran’s disputed presidential elec- 
tion last month. 

To do so, they said, would run 
counter to their religious prin- 
ciples of love, compassion and 
trustworthiness. “These tests 
and difficulties have a purpose to 
them. They help us grow spiritu- 
ally,” said Randy Dobbs, a West- 
ern-born Bahai leader who lives 
in Los Angeles. “Persecution 
makes people come together.” 

In recent weeks, especially be- 
fore the postponement of a July 11 
trial date for the imprisoned lead- 
ers in Iran, Dobbs and others had 
courted media attention here. 

They also have hosted support 
meetings at a large Bahai Center 
for relatives of the imprisoned

Iranians. 

Dobbs said that the Bahai faith 
is a religion of peace, and that its 
followers are required to support 
the government wherever they 
live. He said Bahais in Iran don’t 
want to meddle in the country’s 
politics; they just want their 
rights. 

Today, there are more than 
5 million adherents worldwide, 
including 165,000 in the United 
States, according to Bahai statis- 
tics. The Bahai do not have clergy, 
although members elect adminis- 
trators at the local, national and 
global levels. 

Bahais have faced persecution 
since the faith’s founding days, 
especially in Iran, where its fol- 
lowers are considered apostates. 

As many as 50,000 Bahais have 
left Iran in the past 50 years, 
scholars say. Conditions reached 
a low point during the years 
after the Islamic Revolution of 
1979, when, they say, as many 


as 200 Bahai were executed or 
disappeared. 

For Iraj Kamalabadi of sub- 
urban Rancho Cucamonga, the 
record of persecution against 
Iranian Bahais is part of his fam- 
ily’s history, with both his father 
and, lately, his sister having been 
imprisoned. 

Kamalabadi, 51, was born in 
Iran and came to the U.S. in 1977. 
In 1983, his father was arrested, 
evidently because of his faith. 
He was imprisoned and tortured, 
Kamalabadi said. When his fa- 
ther was eventually released, he 
suffered a series of strokes and 
died not long afterward. 

“When I think of my father and 
the tortures he had gone through, 
and I imagine the faces of those 
who tortured him, I forgive 
them,” Kamalabadi said. “You 
focus on the positive. You don’t 
want to become the same people 
as these enemies.” 

The situation for Iranian Ba- 


hais has worsened since Presi- 
dent Mahmoud Ahmadinejad 
was elected in 2005, according to 
the U.S. Commission on Interna- 
tional Religious Freedom. 

U.N. officials have said the 
Ahmadinejad government has 
circulated documents ordering 
the police and the Revolutionary 
Guard to collect information on 
Bahai followers. 

The Iranian government insists 
that it does not harass Bahais and 
that it investigates only those who 
have connections to Iranian ri- 
vals abroad. 

The seven leaders who were 
arrested last year were charged 
with “espionage for Israel, in- 
sulting religious sanctities and 
propaganda against the Islamic 
Republic,” according to Iranian 
news reports. 

Kamalabadi’s_ sister, Fariba, 
was arrested at her home last 
spring and has spent more than 
a year in jail. At one point, she 


shared a cell with Iranian-Amer- 
ican journalist Roxana Saberi, 
who has petitioned for the release 
of the Bahai since her release in 
May. 

Fariba Kamalabadi was kept 
in solitary confinement for four 
months with only a thin blanket 
for a covering, her brother said. 
She contracted pneumonia and 
has had difficulty recovering. 
When their mother visited Fariba 
in prison last month, “she did not 
even recognize her own daugh- 
ter,” he said. 

These days, Iraj Kamalabadi 
spends most of his free time 
searching the Internet for the lat- 
est word on his sister. 

The ordeal has frustrated him, 
but he said he tries to remain 
peaceful. The Bahai believe that 
suffering can help human beings 
advance spiritually. 

“T have been praying more fer- 
vently,” he said, “and with more 
ardor.”

Baby safe after theft

Under the complex financial 
arrangement, state government 
services would continue without 
interruption while the state picks 
up a cash infusion estimated at 
$735 million.

Cincinnati police say the 11- 
year-old pointed the toy gun, say- 
ing he wanted to take one of the 
silver push scooters, and then 
chased the brothers as they raced 
away. 

Police took the boy to a juvenile 
center, where he faces a hear- 
ing. A public defender doubts the 
boy could understand the conse- 
quences of his behavior. 


Location of historic 
battle still a mystery 


TICONDEROGA — The 

site of a historic battle 
lies somewhere in the forest along 
the Lake Champlain shoreline in 
an eastern Adirondack town. 

But 400 years after French ex- 
plorer Samuel de Champlain went 
to war against the Iroquois on 
July 30, 1609, the battleground’s 
exact location remains elusive. 

Most historians believe the bat- 
tle was in Ticonderoga, 85 miles 
north of Albany. Officials at Fort 
Ticonderoga say the battle likely 
happened on a stretch of shore- 
line within the fort’s property. 

No evidence from the battle has 
ever turned up. The fight that saw 
Champlain and his Native Ameri- 
can allies defeat a Mohawk war 
party was brief but it had a last- 
ing impact.

Hyper-security adds to public's fear

WASHINGTON 
t was an unsettling image: Arrayed in 
[in of the neighborhood barbershop 
last week were four burly men with the 
characteristic earpieces and bulky suits 
that marked them as security officers. In- 
side, gracing the barber’s chair, was a well- 
trimmed director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, Robert Mueller. 

Perhaps in today’s Washington, the FBI 
director truly needs a security detail to 
protect him when he gets a haircut. But I 
wonder. From my vantage, the blatant ob- 
viousness of his bodyguards only called at- 
tention to him. At the grocery store across 
the street, he was the talk of the checkout 
line. “Who’s over at the barbershop?” “The 
FBI guy, what’s-his-name.” “No way!” Peo- 
ple were coming out just to look. 

Protecting our public servants is im- 
portant, to be sure. But we have gotten so 
cranked up about security in the United 
States that senior officials travel in co- 
coons, as if they are surrounded by constant 
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threats. Every Cabinet secretary seems to 
have a security detail; so do governors and 
mayors and prominent legislators. 

What are all these security folks protect- 
ing our officials from? Al-Qaida? Hezbol- 
lah? Crazy people? Aggrieved constituents? 
Or is it something more ephemeral — a 
nameless, pervasive sense of danger that 
may suddenly assault the secretary of En- 
ergy or the governor of New Jersey? 

What I encountered at the local bar- 
bershop was a small example of the gen- 
eral security mania that seized the country 
after Sept. 11, 2001. So here’s a suggestion: 
This September, as we mark the eighth an- 
niversary of 9/11, let’s resolve to dial back 
the paranoia meter a notch. 

The hyper-security has added as much 
to public fear (and annoyance) as to public 
safety. The Transportation Security Ad- 
ministration is So pervasive now at airports 
that we forget how bizarre it is to see old 
ladies and pregnant mothers and 8-year- 
old kids frisked and searched as if they just 
arrived from Waziristan. Does this really 
make sense? 

The security culture has its own mo- 
mentum, wiping away other values, such 
aS openness or privacy. These days, you 
can’t get into any self-respecting building 
in Washington, public or private, without 
showing identification and signing a visi- 
tors’ log. When I went to give a talk at the 
National Defense University last week, it 
was like entering the Green Zone in Bagh- 
dad. They made me open the trunk, the 
hood and all four doors — and that was 
after my license plate number had been 
pre-cleared. 

The Secret Service has the most difficult 
security job in Washington, and also the 
most visible. You can hear the roar of the 
sirens each evening as the enormous mo- 
torcade of a dozen cars and a half-dozen 
motorcycles convey the vice president to 
his residence on Massachusetts Avenue. 
Maybe it’s necessary to have so many cars, 
but it’s a scene, frankly, that reminds me of 
Moscow during the Soviet days. 

The Secret Service must deal with a re-

ered their un- 
friendliness when he was stopped without 
his badge one day by an officer who didn’t 
recognize him. 

A few Secret Service personnel also 
seem to think that leaking embarrassing 
personal details about the president and 
his family is part of the assignment. (See 
the gossip-filled new book by Ron Kessler, 
“In the President’s Secret Service,” for 
leaks about the Bushes and Obamas.) 

Making trade-offs isn’t easy when it 
comes to security. But surely, we have 
reached the point of diminishing returns 
with the fortress mentality. The truth is, 
we all must live with vulnerability. It’s a 
part of modern life. We need to take rea- 
sonable precautions, yes. But it would be 
good for our public officials to step out of 
the bubble occasionally and smell the roses 
— unfiltered by the security detail. 

The next haircut is on me, Mr. Mueller, 
and if your security detail doesn’t object, 
I'll show you around the neighborhood.

But should VA also pay disabled 
veterans something extra for 
diminished quality of life? Two 
prominent commissions in 2007 
said that it should. On Wednesday, 
however, a senior VA official told 
senators that the department isn’t 
prepared yet to endorse a quality- 
of-life payment, or to make any 
other significant change to dis- 


ability compensation. 
“There’s more information 
that’s needed, and ... more dis- 


cussion that needs to take place 
with many experts before we are 
prepared to say yes or no on any 
of those recommendations,” said 
Patrick W. Dunne, undersecre- 
tary for benefits in VA’s Veterans 


Benefits Administration. 

Sen. Richard Burr of North 
Carolina, ranking Republican on 
the veterans’ affairs committee, 
raised the issue in a hearing on a 
different topic: What is VA doing 
to speed the processing of a rising 
number of disability claims? 

Burr noted that VA just last year 
commissioned a study, by Eco- 
nomic Systems of Falls Church, 
Va., on appropriate levels of dis- 
ability pay to compensate for loss 
of earning capacity and quality of 
life as a result of service-related 
disabilities. That six-month study 
was to follow up on recommen- 
dations from both the Veterans’ 
Disability Benefits Commission 
and the Dole-Shalala Commis- 
sion in 2007 to reform disability 
compensation. 

The benefits commission, in its 
comprehensive report, concluded 
that VA disability pay was too low 
for three categories of veterans: 
those who suffer from mental dis-

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abilities; those severely injured 
while young; and those deemed 
unemployable (1.e., rated IU or In- 
dividual Unemployability) by VA. 

The commission also said cur- 
rent disability pay should reflect 
the “adverse impact ... on quality 
of life” of veterans’ disabilities. 
Commissioners recognized that 
some severely injured veterans 
are paid a Special Monthly Com- 
pensation on top of VA disability 
pay. But they said the VA rating 
schedule should be revised to 
compensate many more veterans 
for diminished quality of life. In 
the interim, the commission said, 
Congress should increase VA dis- 
ability compensation immediately 
by 25 percent.

The Dole-Shalala panel focused 
its recommendations on wounded 
warriors and veterans who were 
in service after the attacks of 
9/11. 

It recommended restructuring 
their VA disability compensation 
into three parts: transition pay- 
ments to cover short-term living 
expenses for disabled vets and 
their families; earning loss pay- 
ments until veterans become 
eligible for social security, and a 
quality-of-life payment to com- 
pensate for effects of permanent 
combat-related injuries that are 
not work-related. 

The study by Economic Sys- 
tems, delivered last August, 
looked at VA disability compensa- 
tion with regard to earnings loss, 
loss of quality of life, transition 
benefits and other areas raised by 
the two commissions. 

To ensure that VA didn’t ignore 
the findings, the Veterans’ Ben- 
efits Improvement Act of 2008 di- 
rected VA to evaluate the EconSys 
study and, in a report to Congress, 
give a timeline and a list of legisla- 
tive changes needed to make any 
worthy disability pay reforms. 

VA’s assessment of the EconSys 
study arrived on Capitol Hill on 
July 22. 

“But I don’t see any planned ac- 
tions or timelines laid out in the 
VA’s report,” Burr told Dunne 
a week later. “Could you clarify 
whether VA plans to take any ac- 
tions in response to that study?” 

Dunne said EconSys did a good 
job considering its six-month 
deadline, but much more infor- 
mation and debate is needed be- 
fore VA can back changes. 

For VA or Congress to act based 
on the “truly national policy rec- 
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VA grapples with quality-of-life payments 


Others, like one calling for IU 
compensation eligibility to end 
in old age, would save VA money 
but anger many veterans. VA 
calls some of the recommenda- 
tions “inconsistent with the na- 
tion’s obligations to its wounded 
warriors.” 

EconSys presented three op- 
tions for compensating for loss 
of quality of life. The easiest to 
understand would create a stan- 
dard additional payment based 
on a veteran’s combined degree of 
disability. 

Payments would be set by as- 
signing a quality-of-life score to 
the degree of disability. 

“The report used several factors 
in coming up with the score, but 
also found that the overall qual- 
ity of life varies greatly among 
veterans with the same disabil- 
ity rating, depending on the body 
system involved,” VA warned. 

A second option would create a 
separate pay scale for loss of qual- 
ity of life, based on a veteran’s 
combined degree of disability and 
primary disability. Certain dis- 
abilities would be associated with 
greater quality-of-life loss than 
others. 

That might result in veterans 
with a lower combined degree of 
disability getting a higher qual- 
ity-of-life payment, VA said. 

A third option would have VA 
conduct individual clinical and 
rating assessments and establish 
separate, empirically-based rates 
for loss of earnings and loss of 
quality of life. 

The VA medical exam would 
have to be expanded to include 
a rater to assess a wide range of 
quality-of-life criteria. 

EconSys estimated the annual 
cost of each of its quality-of-life 
payment options would be in a 
range of between $10 billion and 
$30 billion. 

Burr urged Dunne to consult 
with VA Secretary Eric Shinseki 
and then tell Congress what the 
next step should be.

redefined the "stealth action" genre, 
and Sam Fisher has since become 
something of a gaming icon. 


This fact was clearly not lost on its pub- 
lisher. In the seven years since the re- 
lease of the original, Ubisoft has released 
three more games (four if you count the 
PSP title released in 2006). And now 
Ubisoft Montreal is readying the latest in 
the series, and they’ve dubbed it "Con- 
viction." Veterans will note that Mr. Fisher 
spent the last game evading authorities, 
diving deep undercover. Now he’s being 
forced out of hiding to hunt down the 
drunk driver who killed his daughter. The 
journey spans the globe, from Malta to 
Washington, D.C., and represents a de- 
parture for the series. Rather than relying 
on an assortment of fantastic gadgetry, 
this game requires the player to make 
greater use of his environments, procur- 
ing makeshift items and weapons in the 
field from his allies and from disabled 
enemies. 


"The first reason we moved away from 
[the gadgetry aspect] was because of 
the story. As Sam is not working for Third 
Echelon anymore, he doesn’t have ac- 
cess to all their gadgets like he used to," 
says "Conviction" creative director, Max 
Beland. 





"He uses what is available and impro- 
vises; it’s interesting to see this bad-ass 
elite agent not having access to all his 
gadgets and being forced to rely on his 
skills and training to get the job done," 
Beland adds. To demonstrate, we’re 
shown a scene in which Sam breaks off 
the rear-view mirror of his SUV to use as 
a makeshift snake cam. It’s been hinted 
that, as the game progresses, many of 
Sam’s favorite gadgets (like the sticky 
camera) will make cameos, along with 
some new, never-before-seen options 
(which may or may not include an EMP 
grenade). 


Beyond such material concerns, howev- 
er, "Conviction" finds new ground to ex- 
cavate in terms of its approach to stealth 
gameplay. The "Mark and Execute" fea- 
ture, for instance, requires the player to 
take cover and stealthily discern and ob- 
serve the situation to locate key enemies. 
He can then mark his targets and, when 
ready, come out of position and place 
his hits in an extremely precise manner, 
bringing more realism to the experience 
than the series ever had before.

"It allows you to play a kind of cat-and- 
mouse game with your enemies," says 
Beland. "When you are spotted, a figure 
appears at the place where the enemies 
last saw you. You can then use this infor- 
mation to your advantage by developing 
new tactics." Finally, every single physi- 
cal action that Sam can perform has 
been reworked from previous "Splinter 
Cell" games. 


"We’re redoing them while keeping in 
mind that we want the player to be fast, 
accurate and reactive to any situation,"

says Beland. "Sam is now faster and 
more brutal than ever." 


Of course, none of this developmental 
rebirth has been easy. Initially scheduled 
for release in November 2007, the game 
is now finding its way to gamers a full 
two years later. 


"The game was delayed because we 
changed the direction," explains Beland. 
"[The version] from a couple of years 
ago was focused around social stealth 
— hiding in the crowd. Although that 
was a very interesting approach, we felt 
it wasn’t delivering the player fantasy of

In the last year and a half, 
the team has attempted 
to take on the series’ core 
values and built on them, us- 
ing existing technology and 
systems but reworking them 
to better fit with the game’s 
new direction. 


The "Splinter Cell" series has 
also been known for its pre- 
sentation, even garnering the 
respect of "Metal Gear Solid" 
creator Hideo Kojima. To con- 
tinue to keep par in this arena, 
the developers have changed 
the way they tell the game’s 
story, primarily in order to 
keep the player immersed at 
all times.

WASHINGTON — The Demo- 
cratic-controlled House went 
along with Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates’ plans to kill the 
over-budget F-22 fighter jet, but 
has rejected his efforts to cut off 
several other big ticket items. 

Despite objections and veto 
threats from the White House, 
a $636 billion Pentagon spend- 
ing bill passed by a 400-30 vote 
Thursday contains money for a 
much-criticized new  presiden- 
tial helicopter fleet, cargo jets 
that Gates says aren’t needed, 


and an alternative engine for the 
next-generation F-35 Joint Strike 
Fighter that the Pentagon says is 
a waste of money. 

It also contains $128 billion for 
Pentagon operations in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, which would bring 
the total appropriated by Con- 
gress for those wars and other 
efforts to combat terrorism above 
$1 trillion. 

The bill rejects Obama’s $100 
million request for the Pentagon 
to close the Guantanamo Bay de- 
tention center in Cuba. 

It’s the last of the 12 annual 
spending bills to come to the 
House floor as Democrats meet 
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their goal of passing all 12 bills 
before the August recess. 

Even though the House is 
packed with Obama loyalists, the 
draw of defense industry jobs for 
weapons systems is strong even 
among the most liberal members. 
Typically, contractors and sub- 
contractors are spread across the 
country to maximize support. 

The items Gates seeks to kill 
mean jobs in such states as Geor- 
gia, Texas, California, Connecti- 
cut, New York, Indiana, and Ohio. 

The measure also contains 
money for nine unrequested F-18 
Super Hornet fighter jets, assem- 
bled in St. Louis.

Rep. John Murtha, D-Pa., 
the chief author of the defense 
spending measure, had originally 
sought $369 million for a start on 
12 additional F-22s. But after a 
veto threat from Obama — and a 
decisive vote against the airplane 
in the Senate last week — Murtha 
beat a tactical retreat and instead 
directed $139 million toward 
spare engines for the F-22 and the 
C-17 cargo plane. 

Murtha and Rep. Maurice 
Hinchey, D-N.Y., however, are not 
backing away from their support 
for the troubled VH-71 presiden- 
tial helicopter, which is six years 
behind schedule and $6 billion 
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House balks on some Obama weapons cuts 


over budget. 

The underlying defense mea- 
sure also: 

m@ Provides a 3.4 percent mili- 
tary pay hike, 0.5 percent above 
Obama’s request, and provides 
a 14 percent increase for medi- 
cal care for service members. It 
significantly increases funding to 
treat traumatic brain injury and 
mental health programs. 

m Rejects Obama’s $100 mil- 
lion request for the Pentagon to 
close the Guantanamo Bay deten- 
tion center in Cuba and extends a 
current ban on releasing Guan- 
tanamo detainees in the United 
States.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va. — Mi- 
chael Vick said Thursday that he 
is getting close to signing with a 
professional football team but re- 
fused to elaborate. 

Vick made the comment as he 
left a courtroom after a hearing 
in his bankruptcy case. Asked 
about his progress in signing with 
a team, Vick said: “We’re getting 
close.” He declined to answer ad- 
ditional questions. 

NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell conditionally reinstated 
Vick on Monday, a week after the 
former Atlanta Falcons star com- 
pleted his 23-month sentence for 
running a dogfighting ring. Vick 
is free to sign with a team and 
could be playing in the NFL by 
the sixth week of the season. 

He also could play in one of a 
couple of minor leagues if no NFL 
team signs him. His agent, Joel 
Segal, did not immediately return 
a telephone message. 

Vick, 29, did not speak during 
the hearing. Afterward, the U.S. 
bankruptcy trustee and a lawyer 
for Vick’s creditors shook Vick’s 
hand and congratulated him on 
his NFL reinstatement. Vick 
thanked them and said, “It’s ex- 
actly what I needed at this point 
in my life.” 

U.S. Bankruptcy Judge Frank 
Santoro postponed until Friday 
a decision on whether to approve 
$1.5 million in legal fees sought 
by Crowell & Moring, the Madi- 
son Avenue law firm representing 
Vick in the Chapter 11 case. San- 
toro was astonished that the firm 
is billing Vick for 8,000 hours of 
work over about 10 months. 

“T don’t understand how that 
happens,” Santoro said. 

Santoro said he wants an ex- 
planation of the hours Friday, 
when he will conduct a hearing 
on Vick’s bankruptcy plan. 

Crowell & Moring had sought 
more than $2.6 million, but 
agreed to slash the amount to $1.5 
million after the U.S. trustee and 
attorneys for one of Vick’s major 
creditors, Joel Enterprises Inc., 
complained in court papers that 
the fees were excessive. 

Vick filed for bankruptcy pro- 
tection in July 2008 while he was 
serving his sentence in the feder- 
al penitentiary in Leavenworth, 
Kan. 

The former Virginia Tech star

spent the last two months of his 
sentence on home confinement in 
Hampton. 


Bears coach denies 
Cutler-Urlacher rift 


BOURBONNAIS, Ill. — Chica- 
go Bears coach Lovie Smith shot 
down reports of a rift between 
new quarterback Jay Cutler and 
star linebacker Brian Urlacher, 
saying they’re simply not true. 

“That’s no story,’ Smith said 
Thursday when his team report- 
ed to camp.

‘It's time to be a champion’ 


JGR's Hamlin wants more than another spot in Chase

can the top of the NASCAR stand- 
ings, and Denny Hamlin is there, 
same as always. 

The Joe Gibbs Racing star has 
his No. 11 Toyota a relatively comfortable 
sixth in the standings, in good position to 
make the Chase for the championship with 
six races to go. 

So, everything’s great heading into Sun- 
day’s race at Pocono, right? 

Not exactly. 

“On paper it looks good that we’re sixth,” 
Hamlin said. “I’m not comfortable with 
where we’re at.” 

How could he be? 

Hamlin, 28, began the season saying 
“it’s time to be a champion, not a guy that 
contends.” 

Yet with the season more than halfway 
gone, Hamlin is still searching for his first 
trip to Victory Lane and is in the middle of 
the longest winless drought of his career: 
50 races and counting. 

While most drivers would hardly quibble 
with his season or a résumé that includes 
a berth in the Chase the past three years, 
Hamlin has grown tired of watching his 
dreams of a championship fade in the fall. 

This year was supposed to be different, 
but the ban on offseason testing combined 
with the remarkable strength of Hendrick 
Motorsports and Stewart-Haas Racing has 
left Hamlin and teammate Kyle Busch 
among the drivers scrambling to catch up 
with the likes of superstars Tony Stewart, 
Jimmie Johnson and Jeff Gordon. 

“Week in, week out it’s a Hendrick car 
winning one way, shape or form,’ Hamlin 
said. “Pretty much they’re taking all the 
top five spots, to be honest with you. We feel 
like we’ve got a tall mountain to climb.” 

The ascent didn’t get off to a good start 
at Indianapolis. 

Busch stumbled to 38th after his right 
front tire blew, and a broken drive shaft 
early in the race sent Hamlin to the garage

for 16 laps. He finished 34th, the third time 
in eight races he’s been in the bottom 10. 

Afterward JGR president J.D. Gibbs ad- 
mitted “we might not have the best stuff 
right now.” 

Hamlin estimated JGR is the team 
best equipped to close the gap, but feels 
Hendrick and Stewart-Haas have a dis- 
tinct advantage because of their technical 
alliance. 

“Ultimately, they’re getting better feed- 
back,” Hamlin said. “... We hear on the 
radio when (Stewart) struggles or (Ryan 
Newman) struggles, they just say over the 
radio, ‘Hey, go get the notes from (Mark 
Martin’s car) and find out what he’s run- 
ning.’ That’s big.” 

Don’t get Hamlin wrong, he’s not whin- 
ing. He believes there’s enough time left in 
the season for JGR to make inroads, but 
the margin for error is small. 

While Busch has three wins this season, 
his inability to consistently salvage some- 
thing out of “bad” races has left him 14th 
in the standings, 82 points out of the Chase 
heading into this week’s visit to Pocono. 


Busch pledged to be a more positive in- 
fluence after a meltdown at Chicago ear- 
lier this month, and Hamlin said he’s seen 
a change in the way Busch handles himself 
on the track. 

“He has stepped it down,” Hamlin said. 
“He’s not going all out like he did I think, 
before. He’s trying to finish as good as he 
can.” 

Having a teammate in the Chase would 
certainly help, and Hamlin has pledged to 
do what he can to make sure Busch rallies 
over the next six weeks. 

He doesn’t, however, feel any additional 
pressure as JGR’s elder statesman. He 
knows now that it will take more than one 
driver at JGR to fill the void left by the 
departure of Stewart, who won two titles 
at Gibbs before leaving at the end of last 
year to become a driver and co-owner at 
Stewart-Haas. 

“Tt takes me and Kyle and Joey (Logano) 
to step up and kind of fill the gap that Tony 
left here as far as doing the hard work of 
going and doing some testing at these race- 
tracks, figuring out what we need to get 


better,’ Hamlin said. “It’s really on all of 
our shoulders, not just mine because I’ve 
been here the longest.” 

Maybe, but neither Busch nor Logano 
have been as close to a title as Hamlin 
was in 2006 when he finished third behind 
Johnson and Matt Kenseth. He’s made the 
Chase the past two seasons, too, but has 
hardly been a factor, finishing eighth in 
2007 and sixth last year. 

The success has been nice, but it’s not 
been enough for a driver who grew used to 
winning once every four or five races dur- 
ing his pre-Cup career. He’s worked hard 
to develop a better relationship with crew 
chief Mike Ford, and owner Joe Gibbs 
praised Hamlin’s maturity during the 
offseason. 

The fact he’s managed to be competitive 
despite Hendrick’s dominance is a testa- 
ment to Hamlin’s patience. Yet the frustra- 
tion of knowing he’s likely not driving the 
fastest car is starting to get old. 

“Believe me, I don’t want to go to the 
racetrack every single week and say, ‘Man, 
I know we can run top five, but are we 
going to have the best car? I doubt it. Prob- 
ably a Hendrick car will have the best car. 
Probably one of those guys are going to hit 
it and we’re going to be chasing them,” 
Hamlin said. “I don’t like that attitude and 
feeling that way when we go to the race- 
track. I want to feel like we can win every 
single week we step in the car.” 

A return to Pocono should help. Hamlin 
won there twice during his rookie season, 
a time when he thought he had this whole 
Cup thing figured out. Things haven’t been 
quite the same since the series moved to 
the new car, though he still has five top-10s 
in seven career starts at the unique 2.5- 
mile circuit. 

“We always run well there,” he said. “It 
just tends to my style a little bit and when 
we go there Mike has a good feel. ... We’re 
always going to be competitive there.” 

If Hamlin wants to prove he’s ready to 
make a legitimate run at a title, he knows 
he’1l need to be more than that.

Police rule boxer Gatti committed suicide

RIO DE JANEIRO — A Bra- 
zilian police investigation deter- 
mined that the death of boxer 
Arturo Gatti was a suicide and a 
court ordered the release of his 
wife, once suspected of killing 
him, officials said Thursday. 

Lead investigator Paulo Al- 
beres told The Associated Press 
authorities found that Gatti killed 
himself July 11 in a seaside resort 
in northeastern Brazil. 

When asked if police had de- 
termined the case was a suicide, 
Alberes said yes. He offered no 
other details. 

A day after Gatti, 37, was found 
dead, police said his Brazilian 
wife, Amanda Rodrigues, 23, 
had strangled him with her purse 
strap as he drunkenly slept. 

But police began to back off 
the accusation about a week 
later after a coroner’s report said 
Gatti might have killed himself 
as he was found “suspended and 
hanged.” The autopsy report 
didn’t exclude the possibility he 
was slain, but said he also could 
have died in an unexplained acci- 
dent, besides killing himself. 

Judge Ildete Verissimo de Lima 
ordered the immediate release of 
Rodrigues after receiving the po- 
lice report. 

Gatti, who captured two world 
titles in his 16-year pro career, re- 
tired in 2007 with a 40-9 record.

Congress passes resolution 
to pardon boxer Johnson 


WASHINGTON — Congress 
approved a resolution Wednes- 
day urging a presidential pardon 
for Jack Johnson, the late black 
heavyweight champion who was 
imprisoned because of his roman- 
tic ties with a white woman. 

Congress passed the resolution 
by voice vote, about a month after 
the Senate approved it. 

Johnson became the first black 
heavyweight champion in 1908. 
The Senate resolution was spon- 
sored by Sen. John McCain. 

The resolution’s congressional 
sponsor, Peter King, said he was 
thrilled that after five years of ef- 
forts, it’s passed both chambers 
of Congress.

Stepmom sues Mayfield 
over his comments 


STATESVILLE, N.C. — Jer- 
emy Mayfield’s stepmother sued 
the suspended NASCAR driver 
Wednesday, claiming he made 
slanderous, false and defamatory 
statements. 

In civil court papers filed in 
Iredell County civil court, Lisa 
Mayfield argues her _ stepson 
falsely accused her of killing his 
father and taking money from 
NASCAR. She’s seeking compen- 
satory and punitive damages of 
more than $10,000 each and “fur- 
ther relief as the Court may deem 
just and proper.” 

Jeremy Mayfield’s comments 
in several interviews came after 
his stepmother signed an affida- 
vit claiming she witnessed him 
taking methamphetamine at least 
30 times over seven years. Her 
affidavit was part of a NASCAR 
filing asking the federal judge 
who lifted the driver’s drug sus- 
pension to reinstate the ban. 

The 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals has since ruled in NAS- 
CAR’s favor to keep Mayfield off 
the track. 

The driver has denied ever 
using the illegal drug. 

Lisa Mayfield attorney Ed- 
mund Gaines wrote in the three- 
page filing that Jeremy Mayfield 
made the comments with “intent 
to injure and damage the Plain- 
tiff” and “with reckless disregard 
for the truth.”

Swimmers continue 
shattering records in worlds 

ROME — Down goes Beijing. 

Seven more world records on 
the fifth night of the world swim- 
ming championships pushed the 
total to 29, sending Rome right on 
past last summer’s Olympics that 
were thought to be the limits of 
speed in the pool. That meet will 
be left in the dust — there are still 
three more days of competition at 
the Foro Italico. 

China closed out the biggest as- 
sault on the record book yet with 
its win in the women’s 800-free- 
style relay. The time of 7 minutes, 
42.08 seconds easily surpassed 
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the previous record of 7:44.31, set 
by Australia at the Beijing Games. 
The Americans also broke the 
previous mark (7:42.56) but set- 
tled for silver. 

How fast were they swimming 
in those high-tech suits that will 
soon be banned by FINA? More 
than half of Thursday night’s 13 
races, including semifinals and 
finals, produced world records. 
They were falling so fast, the 
crowd barely had time to cheer 
before another mark dropped. 

Brazil’s Cesar Cielo became the 
first swimmer to break 47 seconds 
in the 100-meter freestyle, setting 
another world record and holding 
off France’s Alain Bernard. 

Cielo won the furious down- 
and-back race in 46.91 seconds 
on Thursday. He eclipsed Eamon 
Sullivan’s mark of 47.05 set dur- 
ing the semifinals of the Beijing 
Olympics. 

With Michael Phelps cheering 
from the stands, Ryan Lochte of 
the United States set a world re- 
cord in the 200-meter individual 
medley. 

Lochte won in 1 minute, 54.10 
seconds, breaking Phelps’ gold- 
medal time of 1:54.23 from the 
Beijing Olympics. Phelps skipped 
this event at the worlds, but he 
was in the stands with the rest of 
the American team. 

Laszlo Cseh of the Hungary 
took the silver in 1:55.24, and 
American Eric Shanteau cap- 
tured his first major international 
medal with a bronze in 1:55.36. 
Shanteau competed at last year’s 
Olympics after being diagnosed 
with testicular cancer.

NEW YORK — David Or- 
tiz and Manny Ramirez were 
among the more than 100 Ma- 
jor League Baseball players 
who tested positive for per- 
formance-enhancing drugs in 
2003, according to a report in 
The New York Times. 

The article posted on the 
newspaper’s Web site Thursday 
cited lawyers involved in pend- 
ing litigation over the testing 
results who spoke anonymously 
because the information is un- 
der seal by a court order. 

Ortiz declined comment to the 
paper. In 2004, he and Ramirez 
helped leasd the Boston Red 
Sox to their first World Series 
title since 1918. 

The results from the 2003 
tests were supposed to be anon- 
ymous, but they were seized by 
federal agents. The New York 
Yankees’ Alex Rodriguez admit- 
ted using performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs after he was linked 
to the 2003 list. Ramirez, now 
with the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
recently served a 50-game sus- 
pension for violating baseball’s 
drug policy. Ortiz, known as Big 
Papi, had not been previously 
linked to positive tests. 


Mets GM apologizes 
to New York reporter

general manager Omar Minaya 
said he apologized to a reporter 
for his critical comments during 
a bizarre news conference. 

Minaya said he met with New 
York Daily News reporter Adam 
Rubin on Wednesday. 

But the GM was unclear when 
asked Thursday if he stood by his 
statements that questioned Ru- 
bin’s motives and credibility for 
a series of articles about former 
player development executive 
Tony Bernazard. 

Minaya had been sharply criti- 
cized since he said Rubin had 
“lobbied” him and Bernazard for 
ajob in player development. Rubin 
denied he asked Minaya for a job 
and insisted he had merely sought 
career advice. 


Orioles agree to trade 
Sherrill to Dodgers 


BALTIMORE — The Los An- 
geles Dodgers and Baltimore Ori- 
oles agreed in principle to a trade 
that would send former All-Star 
reliever George Sherrill to Los 
Angeles for two minor leaguers.

are dependent on victories. The 
victories are not there this year. 
So neither is the revenue. 

The team has been on an aus- 
terity drive all season, trying to 
reduce expenses where it can. 

But Lee’s trade was not a salary 
dump. Of that I am assured. The 
Indians’ owners did not instruct 
general manager Mark Shapiro 
to reduce salary and get rid of 
contracts. 

But next year’s payroll might 
drop by 25 percent, and Travis 
Hafner is due $11.5 million, Jake 
Westbrook $11 million and Kerry 
Wood $10.5 million. 

The math is not complex. 

Shapiro had said all along he 
had to feel compelled to make a 
trade, and he apparently liked the 
group of players he acquired. 

But the feel of it is just not right. 
And the public perception is not 
good. Especially when you fac- 
tor in that the Indians received 
none of the guys whom the To- 
ronto Blue Jays were demanding 
for Roy Halladay. It comes across 
that the Indians accepted the 
Phillies’ “next” group. 

That will matter only if all four 
players fail to make it as major 
leaguers. 

If they all can play, it won’t 


matter if they were the first, 13th 
or 783rd group. 

Hanging on to Lee seemed to 
be sensible because the message 
that trading him sends to fans is 
that next year is a washout. 

The Indians might not believe 
that’s the message, and they 
might not accept that’s the mes- 
sage, but that’s sure the one the 
fans heard. 

Maybe the Indians looked at 
next year’s roster and saw that 
Lee, Victor Martinez and West- 
brook are all in the last year of 
their contracts. 

They did not expect to be able 
to sign all three, and they also had 
to figure that next year’s reduced 
payroll would hamper their abili- 
ty to improve the team if they had 
those three salaries on the team. 

They could have ridden out 
2010 and seen what happened, 
but decided to make moves now 
rather than wait. 

They head to 2010 with a rota- 
tion that might include Fausto 
Carmona and Westbrook and also 
might include Aaron Laffey and 
Jeremy Sowers and David Huff 
and ... who knows.

Carlos Carrasco is in Triple-A 
at the age of 22, which is a good 
sign.

Jason Knapp might be the best 
prospect acquired, but he’s 18, 
which means he’s three or four 
years away. 

Lou Marson is a catcher, which 
is an interesting acquisition given 
the Indians have Martinez and 
Carlos Santana. Perhaps this is 
a prelude to Martinez moving 
permanently to first base, which 
would put Matt LaPorta in left 
field. 

Jason Donald provides middle 
infield depth. 

A lot of good trades are made 
by teams that send one player to 
a contending team, because the 
contending team is desperate and 
gives up a lot. 

The Indians have made some of 
those, acquiring Sandy Alomar Jr. 
and Carlos Baerga for Joe Carter, 
and getting Lee, Grady Sizemore 
and Brandon Phillips for Bartolo 
Colon.

right-hander whom the Phillies 
thought could help balance their 
left-leaning rotation, he has been 
one of the most dominant pitch- 
ers in the American League over 
the past year and a half. The lefty 
bounced back from a rough 2007 
season to go 22-3 witha 2.54 ERA 
in 2008 on his way to the AL Cy 
Young award. While he went just 
7-9 in 22 starts for a bad Cleve- 
land team this season, he ranked 
in the top 10 among AL starters 
in ERA (3.14, 7th), innings (152, 
1st), and fewest home runs al- 
lowed (10, T-6th). 

“I’m anxious and excited to get 
there,” Lee said. “It’s the National 
League. I’m going to have to fig- 
ure out how to get a bunt down 
more consistently.” 

The Phillies also targeted Fran- 
cisco, 27, an outfielder who has hit 
.261 with 28 home runs in 817 at- 
bats over the past three seasons, to 
fill a glaring void on their bench. 
Francisco, who played regularly 
for Cleveland the past two years, 
is hitting .250 with 10 home runs 
in 308 at-bats this season. 

Amaro said the team viewed 
Cleveland as a potential trade 
partner throughout the process, 
but it wasn’t until Tuesday that 
Lee emerged as a likely addition. 

“Tt got fairly hot and heavy the 
last three or four days,’ Amaro 
said, “and certainly the last 24 
hours or so, we finally got to the 
point where both sides were feel- 
ing more comfortable with the 
names that were involved.” 

Amaro declined to comment on 
negotiations with the Blue Jays, 
which reportedly broke down 
with Toronto insisting on acquir- 
ing lefthander J.A. Happ, top 
pitching prospect Kyle Drabek, 
and top outfield prospect Domi- 
nic Brown. 

In acquiring Lee and Francis- 
co, the Phillies managed to keep 
all three of those players, as well 
as corner outfielder Michael Tay- 
lor, who was recently promoted to 
Triple-A Lehigh Valley after dom- 
inating at Double-A Reading. 

But the Phillies do not feel they 
fleeced Cleveland, particularly 
because the centerpiece of their 
offer was Knapp, 18, a right- 
hander once thought to be “un- 
touchable” by the organization. 
Knapp, a second-round pick in 
the 2008 draft, has a fastball that 
ranges from the mid-to-upper 90s 
and potential that some have com- 
pared to current Florida Marlins 
sensation Josh Johnson. 

Knapp was 2-7 with a 4.01 ERA 
at low-Class A Lakewood, but a 
case of shoulder fatigue ham- 
pered him in his last start, when 
he allowed six earned runs in two- 
thirds of an inning. He has been 
on the disabled list since July 11, 
but the Phillies labeled the move 
a “precautionary” measure. The 
organization also parted with 
three prospects who could help 
the Indians next season, includ- 
ing Carrasco, top infield prospect 
Jason Donald and top catching 
prospect Lou Marson. 

Donald, who was impressive 
in big-league spring training but 
struggled with a knee injury with 


Lehigh Valley during the regular 
season, was blocked by Jimmy 
Rollins and Chase Utley at short- 
stop and second base. Marson 
was hitting .294 at Lehigh Valley 
and was 6-for-21 in two brief big- 
league stints this season and in 
2008, but the Phillies did not feel 
he was ready defensively to chal- 
lenge Carlos Ruiz for a spot on the 
active roster. 

Marson and Donald were as- 
signed to Triple-A Columbus, 
meaning they will simply report 
to the vistors clubhouse in Allen- 
town on Thursday night when the 
Clippers play the IronPigs. 

Carrasco, meanwhile, had an 
inconsistent season at Lehigh 
Valley, going 6-9 witha 5.18 ERA. 
While the Phillies believe he has 
the stuff to be a top-of-the-rotation 
pitcher, they felt he still needed to 
work on his consistency and abil- 
ity to pitch inside before he was 
ready to break into the rotation. 

“We gave them four very, very 
good baseball prospects, and that 
hurts,” Amaro said. “But when 
you are talking about players of 
Cliff Lee’s ilk, and Ben Francis- 
co, when you want to acquire tal- 
ent, you have to give talent.” 

Still, the Phillies think they ac- 
complished their goal of bolster- 
ing their chances of winning over 
the next two seasons while also 
not sacrificing too much of the fu- 
ture. Donald, Carrasco and Mar- 
son did not appear to be factors 
for the roster next season. Drab- 
ek, who many feel could be ready 
to join the rotation next season, is 
still in the system. So is Brown, 
whose body type and athleticism 
are reminiscent of Darryl Straw- 
berry, one personnel man said 
Wednesday. 

Meanwhile, the Phillies control 
their top four starters through 
next season — Lee has a $9 mil- 
lion club option for 2010, after 
which he will become a free 
agent; Joe Blanton is arbitration 
eligible and will be a free agent 
after 2010 — and Cole Hamels 
and J.A. Happ through at least 
2011. 

Halladay would have cost the 
Phillies $15.75 million next sea- 
son, meaning they save close to 
$7 million by trading for Lee. 

But money was not the deciding 
factor. Instead, it was the oppor- 
tunity to add a Cy Young-caliber 
starter and a solid righthanded 
bat for an appetizing package of 
prospects. 

Amaro said Wednesday the 
team was likely done dealing, 
meaning you can erase any 
thoughts of a last-ditch run at 
Halladay. 

Lee, who will wear No. 34, was 
expected to join the team in San 
Francisco on Thursday, along 
with Francisco, who will wear 
No. 10. 

Francisco could play Thursday 
night. But it remains to be seen 
whether Lee will start Friday 
night, when he will be on full rest, 
or Saturday. 

“T think it sends a message,”

A friend was chatting on his 
cell phone Wednesday after- 
noon when his home phone rang 
(technology). 

He picked up the home phone, 
chatted for a minute and came 
back on the line. 

“Tt was my wife,” he said. “She 
said to tell the Indians to shove it 
up their rear end.” 

There’s no need to do that, 
really. 

It’s a bit unseemly, and there’s 
plenty of other folks taking care 
of it. 

The trade of Cliff Lee to the 
Philadelphia Phillies did not and 
will not play well on the North 
Coast. Because the trade doesn’t 
smell right, look right or feel 
right. 

Two years in a row now the In- 
dians have dealt the reigning Cy 
Young winner. (The only reason 
they didn’t trade the MVP is they 
don’t have him.) 

Last year they traded the Cy 
Young winner for guys who have 
made cameo appearances in the 
major leagues. 

This year they traded the Cy 
Young winner for four prospects. 
None is major-league ready. 

Twice they traded the best 
pitcher in the American League 
for guys who have potential. 

It used to be that potential got 
guys fired. 

Potential now makes the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates into a farm team 
for the Boston Red Sox and the 
Indians into a farm team for any- 
one on the East Coast. 

This is back to the days of trad- 
ing Graig Nettles and acquir- 
ing Charlie Spikes, the Bogalusa 
Bomber. 

But that’s where the Indians are 
as they absorb the brunt impact 
of a sputtering Ohio economy and 
a bad season. 

Payroll is based on revenue. 
Revenue is dependent on atten- 
dance and merchandising and 
sponsorships. Attendance and 
merchandising and sponsorships 
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
